have outrun her receipts. As in the North- 
west in 1856, prosperity has stimulated ex- 
travagance, and instead of treasuring up 
the proceeds of her crops, they have been 
spent, not in permanent and remunerative 
improvements, but in riotous living. For 
the last three years she has afforded the 
"principal market for the gimcrackery and 
géwgawery of the foreign workshops, for 
the tobaccos of Cuba, the wines, brandies 
and silks of France, the pianos, haber- 
dashery and Yankee notions of the North. 
Ske has always had a slovenly, hand- to- 
mouth way of living. Log-cabins with dirt 
or puncheon floors; but plenty of race- 
horses und duelling pistols for the men, 
showy jewelry and flashy silks for the wo- 
men, and a wasteful, riotous way of living. 
for all—these are the characteristics of 
Southern domestic economy. Such 
ings as have been made have been invested 
in niggers at enormous prices, and they ere. 
commodities which have no available or 
commercial value, because they are not 
merchantable any where out of the Slave 
States. Unlike the herds of sheep, cattle 
and ‘horses of the North and West, the 
contents of our immense granaries, the pro- 
ducts of our mines, small workshops und 
great manufacturing establishments, they 
are ruled out of all but Southern markets; 
and even in these, as soon as the first note 
of disumion is sounded, slave property will 
become restive, and in price take a down- 
ward shoot from which no whips will drive 
it back. To raise cotton to buy more nig- 
gera, ahd to buy more niggers to raise more 
cotton, has been the aim of all Southern 
men—saving enough out of the margins all 
around to live in a semi-barbarous way at 
home, and to make an annual splurge in 

some city or watering place at the North. 
Sz is the ordinary economy and ordi- 

nary condition ot the Slave States, just as 
divides them from the West and North. But 
this year the South is unusually poor. Sue 
bas a short crop of cotton and little or no 
corn; but she has enormous debts which 
are upon her banks, her merchants 

anti her planters. Her exports must be 
| end her imports of food unusually 
heavy.” In many extensive districts famine
